Election/Restrictions 



Claims 36-66 (method claims) are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention. This application contains claims 36-66 
drawn to an invention nonelected with traverse in Paper No. 3/17/2005. A complete reply to the

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for 
patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by 
the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application 
filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of 
an application filed in the United States only if the International application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 



Claims 30-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Wang- 

6,379.379. 

Wang- 379 (Fig. 1; col. 4. lines 5-31; line 65. col. 4 to line 16, col. 5) discloses coating of 
various materials at various locations of a stent with locations having no coating as one desires. 
Wang-'379 inherently discloses no coating at side surfaces 24, 25 and 27 of the stent as recited 
in the claims. 

Claim Objections 
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The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1.126 which requires the 
original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When claims are 
canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims are presented, they 
must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next following the highest 
numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Claims 35-66 have been misnumbered as 34-65. Correction is required.
